"Wayne  State  University,  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
has  asked  me  to  give  my  papers,  etc.  for  a 
Ben  Legere  Collection  to  be  established  in 
their  Labor  History  Archives.  I  have  promised 
to  do  so.  I'm  told  it  is  a  great  honor.  I  hope 
my  contribution  may  be  really  useful  to  stu- 
dents, scholars,  researchers,  etc.  I  wish  they 
might  persuade  J.  Edgar  Hoover  to  let  them 
have  a  copy  of  the  dossier  he  has  on  Legere. 
A  friend  of  mine  saw  it  many  years  ago  and 
told  me  it  was  'thick  like  the  telephone  book; 
he's  got  everything  you  ever  did  in  it.'  That 
was  more  than  thirty  years  ago  so  it  must  be 
quite  a  document  by  now.  I  wish  he'd  let  me 
use  it  to  help  me  in  this  autobiography.  It 
be  only  fair  to  let  me  correct; the  lies,  answer 
the  charges  and  keep  the  record  straight. 
"However,  KPFA  in  putting  'Reminiscences 
of  a  Rebel'  on  the  air,  is  giving  me  a  chance  to 
furnish  Wayne  State  with  an  index  to  the  ma- 
terial I'll  be  sending  them. 

"I  started  this  narrative  on  my  78th  birthday, 
May  30,  1965,  and  am  just  getting  to  the  really 
dramatic  days  of  1912-23.  Next  chapter  I'll  be 
in  Auburn  Prison — there  are  those  who  say  I 
should  have  stayed  there.  I'll  be  telling  about 
the  start  of  the  Canadian  One  Big  Union  in 
1919,  jail  in  Lethbridge,  Alberta  Province,  deportation  back  to  these  benighted  States,  the 
Actor's  Strike  in  1919,  the  three  years  of  the  OBU  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  and  the  conflict  with 
A.  J.  Muste's  Amalgamated  Textile  Workers  (which  caused  him  to  leave  three  years  out  of  his 
own  autobiography  and  spend  the  years  since  then  being  America's  No.  1  pacifist,  at  which 
I  think  he's  doing  a  fine  job.)  It  all  brought  me  out  here  to  California  and  into  politics  where 
for  a  while  I  tried  to  make  the  Democratic  Party  an  organization  of  small  'd'  democrats 
and  drove  me  back  into  the  theatre. 

"Reuben  Borough  once  wrote  an  article  about  me  that  he  began  with  this:  'Ben  Legere  bobs 
back  and  forth  between  the  American  Labor  movement  and  the  theatre  in  an  amazing  fashion'; 
I  guess  I'll  let  it  go  at  that.  Keep  listening  to  KPFA!"
